Children's author and humorist Jeff Nathan 
entertained an enthusiastic audience of students at Center 
School on Tuesday morning, January 9.

Nathan's interactive and educational assemblies had stu- 
dents in grades Kindergarten through Grade 3 laughing, 
singing and reciting poetry for most of the morning. 

Mr. Nathan is the author of several published 
children's books including There's a Hippo in My Locker, 
Calling All Animals and Oh My Darling Porcupine. He refers 
to his work as "PunOETRY" and has developed the as- 
semblies to help students learn to appreciate word play 
and also prepare for the kinds of questions asked on the 
third grade MCAS tests. "Poetry Can Be Fun" and "Learn- 
ing Language Arts Through Humor" were two programs 
presented in the morning which were followed by after- 
noon classroom visits with the author.

closed with an affirming poem about being scared of the 
dark, a reality that Mr. Nathan assured the children many 
people — even adults — suffer from. 

Third graders participated in the program called 
"Learning Language Arts Through Humor" which helps 
students to develop the ability to comprehend poetry and 
understand parts of speech, rhyming, and pluralizing 
which are all components of the third grade MCAS test- 
ing. 

Rachel Deery, co-chairman of the Mattapoisett 
Parents-Teachers Association's (PTA) Arts and Humani- 
ties Committee, said the PTA had been looking for a 
poetry presenter and found Mr. Nathan through an arts 
agency which directed the committee to his website. 

"I thought he had a lot of energy," said Ms. Deery. 
"The silly aspects of it were perfect for the younger audi- 
ences and he gave a more academic performance for the 
third graders. Words are things that kids can have fun 
with and he made poetry accessible to the students." 

Mr. Nathan said he started conducting the assem- 
blies several years ago as a by-product of helping his own 
children to develop an ear for music and language. 

This program was supported in part by a grant 
from the Mattapoisett Cultural Council, a local agency 
which is supported by the Massachusetts Cultural Coun- 
cil. 

At the end of the month, the Arts and Humanities 
Committee will be sponsoring the return of the Odaiko 
New England Drummers, a program designed to give 
children cultural and musical exposure. The Odaiko 
group specializes in the ancient Japanese art of Taiko 
drumming. The program will be held on January 23 at 
both Center and Old Hammondtown Schools, but is not 
open to the public.

Treasurer and Tax Collector and their support staff, has 
been reconfigured and redesigned to better serve resi- 
dents coming in to make tax payments. For the first time, 
there is now a service island and counter area where 
taxpayers can come and pay bills or make inquiries of the 
staff. And both the Town Accountant and Town Treasurer 
have been provided with separate, private offices behind 
this open area. 

These latest improvements and upgrades were 
initially sanctioned and approved by voters at the October 
24, 2005 Special Town Meeting.

and approved a bond in the amount of $154,818 for the 
Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan. 

At 6:06 pm the board met with Library Director 
Judy Wallace to review the proposed library budget for 
Fiscal Year (FY) 2008. "(Under) staffing there's no increas- 
es, there's no added positions," Ms. Wallace said. "But the 
union positions weren't negotiated yet, so we figured in a 
3 percent increase for full-time personnel."

amount which was negotiated without Ms. Wallace's 
input. 

But Mr. Botelho said the lease amount was negoti- 
ated after last year's budget had been completed and 
approved. As such, the difference will be carried over into 
the FY 2008 budget. 

Ms. Wallace is requesting an article be placed 
on the Town Meeting warrant to purchase seven new 
computers for the library to be added to their existing 13 
computer terminals. This would give them 20 computers 
in the newly-reopened library, which has been outfitted 
for up to 30 computer terminals. 

In addition, although they haven't requested ad- 
ditional money in the budget for telephones, Ms. Wallace 
said they will be seeking to upgrade the library's entire 
telephone system for their new facility. "The phones we 
have now are just hanging on," she said. 

As for their planned budget for collection acqui- 
sitions, Ms. Wallace said they have only budgeted for 
$29,000 next year, although that is well under what is 
required annually. 

"We need to spend $40,000 (a year) to maintain 
our certification," Ms. Wallace said. "What we'll prob- 
ably do is use grant money (and other funding sources) to 
make up the difference." 

At 6:37 pm the board met with Water/ Sewer 
Superintendent William "Nick" Nicholson to review the 
proposed FY 2008 water / sewer budget.

Mr. Nicholson first noted there is a $1,200 increase 
under the salaries and wages line item to cover his own 
salary. "This was a step increase ... as part of negotia- 
tions," Mr. Nicholson explained. 

"A big one here is the Mattapoisett River Valley 
assessment ... this is for capital costs and a portion of up- 
coming operational expenses (at the wastewater treatment 
plant)," Mr. Nicholson said. "That's about $217,000. My 
gut feeling is our final number for operational expenses 
will be less than what's shown here." 

"It was just a good example of regionalism and 
towns working together," Selectman Lombard said. 

At 7:01 pm the board met with the Public Health 
Nurse Amanda Stone, Health Agent Dale Barrows, and 
members of the Board of Health to review their FY 2008 
proposed budget. 

"I'm glad to be here tonight to explain what we 
need," Ms. Stone said. "I need support services ... some- 
one with medical knowledge. Right now, I do have some 
help from senior volunteers, but it's not enough. With 
a contracted position, I could have a licensed nurse (on 
duty) to speak to handle these matters." 

Selectman Andrews suggested since Ms. Stone 
also serves the Town of Marion in the same capacity, this 
might become a regional, shared position between the two 
towns or among the three including Rochester. 

"At one point, I think, Marion approached Matta- 
poisett about making the (Public Health Nurse) a regional

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position and (Mattapoisett) rejected it," Ms. Stone said. 

"I'd certainly be willing to reopen that dialogue," 
Chairman Colly er said. 

Under the Board of Health budget. Selectman 
Lombard asked about future plans once the town's exist- 
ing contract with SEMASS in Rochester to accept trash 
expires in 2014.

If they can't renegotiate with SEMASS, another 
option might be to look at Mattapoisett's existing landfill/ 
transfer station site. 

"Right now we only occupy about 14 acres of that 
90-plus area," Mr. Barrows said. "At some point we could 
take the old landfill, strip it out, and recap it. If you didn't 
want to do that, they could build on either side, too." 

At 7:40 pm the board met with Highway Sur- 
veyor Barry Denham to discuss the proposed Highway 
Department budget for FY 2008. 

Among increased line item requests in the High- 
way Department budget: Mr. Denham is asking for 
$10,000 in clerical support; $20,000 to hire a part-time 
mechanic; and $30,000 for additional part-time personnel. 

Mr. Denham said he is requesting an increase for 
seasonal part-time assistance to supplement his regular 
full-time crew. "It's just an amount of money, we're not 
sure how many people it would be," he said. "We don't 
have any part-time help ... we need it, especially in the 
summer time." 

Both Selectman Lombard and Chairman Collyer 
expressed reservations about spending $20,000 to hire a 
part-time mechanic at the present time. 

"When we had a Town Mechanic (under the 
Highway Department), they ended up doing work for the 
police department, for the fire department," Selectman 
Collyer said. "It ended up being a full-time position. I just 
want (the job) to be better defined. I'm not against it, I just

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since 1 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfuU and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

didn't find any issues (with the site)," Mr. Murphy added. 
"Even the Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) 
has been by and given us a clean bill of health. They've 
given us a few tips to follow ... and we haven't had any 
problems with the neighbors."

2. Since the date of the prior order, as acknowledged by 
the owners of the dog, the dog has been loose in the neighbor- 
hood on multiple occasions, the last of which is the subject of 
the written complaint before the Board. The Board finds that 
the photographs submitted of a canine on the complainants' 
property on November 19, 2006 depict Spirit. 

3. The owners have attempted to restrain the dog on 
the property by means of an "invisible fence" type of canine 
containment system. 

4. The dog has defeated this system on at least three 
occasions. The Board specifically finds that the use of such a 
system is insufficient to confine and restrain the dog on the 
Property. 

5. The dog running loose has caused and continues to 
cause the residents of the neighborhood to fear for the safety of 
their families and their animals. 

6. The owners have failed to comply with the require- 
ments of the prior order regarding the confinement and restraint 
of the dog on their Property. 

Orders 

1. The dog is to be confined and restrained on the 
Property by means of a system or systems proposed in writing 
to the Rochester Police Chief. At no time shall the confinement 
and restraint of the dog on the Property be solely reliant on any 
wireless electronic containment system. 

2. The Police Chief shall issue an approval of the pro- 
posed system or systems in writing and provide a copy of said 
approval to the parties in this matter

3. Any further failure to confine and restraint the 
dog on the Property shall result in a fine of $25.00 for the first 
offense and $100.00 for a second or subsequent offense. Upon 
the fourth (4th) offense, in addition to the fine, the dog shall be 
removed permanently from the limits of the Town of Rochester. 

4. Any documented incident where the dog attacks a 
person or another domestic animal shall result in the dog being 
put doivn. 

Any party aggrieved by the within decision shall have 
the right to bring a petition in the District Court within ten 
(10) days after the date of this decision praying that the decision 
be reviewed by the court. 

"The only problem I have is if the dog gets loose 
again ... I feel the (fines) are too lenient," Selectman Nunes 
said. "Is it fair to say the dog has four more chances to get 
loose before we remove it (from town)? I'd say they've 
already been given numerous chances ... at some point 
I think you need to say the dog has to be restrained or it 
will be removed. I think it's protecting the town and pro- 
tecting the neighbors." 

With that, the board voted to amend part three of 
the orders section to immediately have the dog removed 
from town should a single violation of the restraining 
order take place. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Granted permission for the Rochester Demo- 
cratic Committee to use the Town Hall on February 3 from 
9:00 am to 11:00 am for their Democratic Caucus.

To the Editor: 

While you are right that the library expansion and 
renovation project has become a "public project," you overlook 
the history involved. To begin with, it was a few dedicated 
individuals who saw the need to replace a disintegrating library 
and got the ball rolling. Town officials were notable mainly in 
their absence. It was the building committee that spent over a 
year wooing the State Library Board and working with it so the 
project qualified for state ftmding. The "town" didn't do it! 

When the project was initially presented to Town Meet- 
ing, the initial request was cut in half on the floor of the meeting 
with the reasoning, "It is easy to raise this kind of money private- 
ly." The resulting delay as the committee raised the additional 
money required meant that a project which was estimated at 
$3.7 million (the basis of the state funding) is now at $5.2 million 
as building material costs went up. In other words, the failure of 
town officials to back the original project has cost (the town) $1.5 
million. That delay is a measure of just how difficult it was to 
raise the additional private ftmds and the hours involved by the 
unpaid committee. 

Now that the project has been defined and the mon- 
ies gathered, the town officials are showing up. Don't get me 
wrong, they should be paying attention to a once-in-a-Ufetime

basics as a youngster from the Appalachian Mountain 
Club and quickly scaled all 46 of the 4,000, peaks of New 
Hampshire's White Mountains, with the encouragement 
of his father, a Congregational minister who had intro- 
duced him to hiking in the mountains. 

While pursuing a forestry degree from UMass 
Amherst, where he was also a member of the gymnas- 
tic team. Rick went on an expedition to Alaska's 16,500, 
Mount Bona.

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Future Fate

Children of Men. Starring Clive Owen and Julianne Moore. 
Directed by Alfonso Cuaron. Running time: 108 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The theme of 2006 could have been "Children of Orwell" — not 
just on the world stage but in cinemas, which gave us such bleak visions 
as Vfor Vendetta, The Road to Guantanamo, and Children of Men. The 
latter is a technically virtuosic, if sUghtly overpraised, parable in which 
futuristic Britain "soldiers on" despite worldwide infertility. It's 2027, 
and the maternity wards have been silent for eighteen years; the last hu- 
man to have been bom has been knifed to death, and the world mourns, 
though one character pegs him (probably accurately) as "a wanker." StUl, 
as hope goes, so goes the world, which has collapsed into general chaos. 
But then, from the throngs of illegal immigrants, emerges hope for the 
future: a pregnant woman. 

Children of Men has been streamlined from P.D. James' elegantly 
composed novel into an action-thriller that speaks the abrupt, clattering 
language of war movies and dispenses with the usual flashy dystopian 
visions. This is "soft" science fiction, beginning with a dire premise and 
avoiding hardware in favor of the humanity affected by tiie premise. 
Our stubbly hero, corporate drone Theo Faron (CUve Owen), is content 
to shuffle about, lukewarm coffee in hand, as the universe disintegrates 
around him. Fate, and the plot, have differentdesigns inmind forTheo: he's 
pressed into service by a revolutionary group — whose number includes 
his ex- wife Julian (Julianne Moore) — to help deUverthe aforementioned 
pregnant woman, with the rather on-the-nose name Kee (Claire-Hope 
AsMtey), to safe harbor. 

As directed by the gifted Alfonso Cuaron (Y Tu Mama Tambien, 
Harry Potter and the Prisoner of Azkaban), the movie scarcely pauses 
to take in its own depressed trappings; the clutter and violence are never 
rubbed in our faces — they're just part of the texture, taken as a given. 
Such shout-outs to the current age as Abu Ghraib hoods and vans marked 
"Homeland Security" are only glimpsed, providing a backdrop of dread. 
But the story, whittled down by Cuaron and four other writers, ends up 
not saying much about the world it presents. It sprints with enviable mo- 
mentum — it certainly never gets bogged down. But it feels Uke a hunk 
of fat-free narrative carved off of a larger and more thoughtful vision. 




That said. Children of Men offers a wealth of diversions, starting 
with Michael Caine, happily tucking his scenes into his shirt pocket, as 
an aging hippie with an abundance of weed and a box of government- 
produced suicide pUls called Quietus, just in case. Caine's final, slyly 
defiant scene is aU the more effective for unfolding entirely in long shot. 
Alfonso Cuaron's technique here is to hide his technique. Many critics 
have justly geeked out over the phenomenal sequence set inside a car 
during a particularly brutal and bloody chase; most of it is over before 
you're aware that the whole thing has been captured in one unbroken 
camera move. Cuaron works hard to deromanticize combat, giving us 
the random pops and cracks of a war zone, the bullets spiderwebbing the 
soundtrack with an angry hum. Even during the movie's most overtly 
redemptive sequence, we can still just barely catch a rapt onlooker in the 
background as he or she falls to a stray bullet. 

I think I prefer P.D. James' quieter take on the same material, but 
Cuaron's Children of Men is its own rough beast, slouching towards aliteral 
Bethlehem where the first infant in eighteen years emerges into the world 
limp, as if acquiescing to the hopelessness of her surroundings, and then 
shakes herself aUve and emits a sound no one has heard in a generation. 
This sound even hushes soldiers in the midst of battle (Cuaron handles 
this deftly; it isn't the Shawshank Redemption "everyone stands around 
speechless and looking stupid" moment it could've been). Children of 
Men is a taut story weU-told, a perfecdy good movie mistaken for great 
by critics who've been deprived of perfectly good movies all year. Don't 
let them oversell it or inflate it: it does the job, it does it well, and the 
fact that it's being called a masterpiece for doing so speaks unwell of the 
current state of movies.
